South American members of the dip- 
cmatic carps that the visit of Presi- 
ent Carnpos-Salles, of Brazil, to the 
president of Argentina has been pro- 
ductive of an ag'ieeable understand- 
ng by which these two powerful re- 
publics of the south aie Hkcly to ox- 
rt their united hiflueucss tow.ivd ths 
pacific adjustment cf some of the 
)erplexing questions which have dis- 
turbed their neighboring republics. 


While there is said to have been no 


'ormal treaty of alliance the iudica- 
;ions arc .that the tvro nations will 
now cany foiward the same general 
policy for a pacific adjustment of 
pending difficulties. 
One oC these 


concerns the coast line of Bolivia. 


'At one time Bolivia was possessed 


of a considerable ocean front with 
some gc-od. haibors. 
But as a result 


of waifare 'Chile took possession of 
all Bolivia's coast line, leaving that 
ooumtry in much the same condition 
as Switserland— without access to the 
sea—and lierucncd in on all sides by 
opposing forces* 


"Bolivia lias taken this very much 


to heart and her pleas have appealed 
to -the sea-ss of justice of quite a 
number of the South American states. 
It is believed <tliat Bolivia's plight 
lias been taken into consideration in 
'conversations between the presidents 
of Brazil 'and Argentina, and that 
•without airy recourse to arbitrary 
means they will try to induce Chile 
ito- grant Bolivia a restoration cf at 
least some part of her coast line, thus 
restoring her to har former dignity 
and importance as a maritime nation. 
Owing to the strong* bonds between 
these two nations and Chile it is felt 
that Chile will be disposed ta grant 
every desire far the rehabilitation of 
Bolivia, 


Beyond this, however, there is said 


to be no likelihood of any pressuie 
being brought to bear on Chile, as it 
is <only through pacific means and the 
usual exercise of good offices that the 
change is hoped to be brought about, 
The (Argentina minister. Dr. Edouar- 
do Wild, was 'asked to'day us to the 
reports of .political significance at- 
taching to President Cainpos-Salles' 
visit to Argentina, 
The ministei 


answered that 'ho had received no of- 
ficial advices on the subject, but he 
felt warranted in expressing his per- 
sonal conviction that the visit would 
have a very good result in uniting 
•more firmly the close political rela- 
tions* 
Tlie visit was largely social 


and complimentary, being a return of 
the trip made by Ike president of 
Argentina to Brazil last year. Doubt- 
less there lias been an opportunity 
during the exchange of felicitations 
to talk -over these sxibjects on •which 
Brazil iand Argentina are mutually 
interested. 
Dr. Wilde says both of 


the countries desire an end to the 
petty complications which liave risen 
from time to time iu neighboring 
countries, so that there may be unin- 
terrupted peace for the development 
of -splendid natural resources. 


As to Bolivia Dr. Wilde said lie is 


not advised but thought it quite like- 
ly that Brazil «and Argentina would 
make kuo'wu their desire for a pa- 
cific adjustment of this long pending 
source of conflict, 


The report which lias gained circu- 


lation that the southern countries 
migM form u commercial alliance 
-which would prove antagonistic to 
the United Statea is dismissed by Dr. 
Wilde as entirely withut foundation, j 
He isays there is in official circles 
throughout South America the very 
highest regard for the great republic 
of thje north, and that commerce with 
this country is being constantly fos- 
tered* 
There is no disposition any- 


where to interrupt these favorabk 
conditions 'but & constant desire l,o 
increase the trade relations and llu* 
strong political boudtf of friendship 
existing between North aud South 
America.

London, 
Nov. 13.—The 
Globe 


this afternoon publishes a letter from 
a Belgian gentleman who has been 
traveling 'to Pekin via the Trans- 
Siberian railroad. He describes, un- 
der date of September 6, "what he saw 
in the Amur river. His account sur- 
passes in horror 'those previously 
published. 


"The scenes I have -witnessed dur- 


ing the three days since the steamer 
left Blagovetchensk," he says, "are 
horrible beyond the powers of de- 
scription. It is the closing tableau 
of a fearful human tragedy. Two 
thousand -were deliberately drowned 
ut Horxo, 2,000 at Rabe 'and 8,000 
around Blagovetchensk, a total of 
12.000 
corpses 
eiicumbeving 
the 


river, among which "were thousands 
of women and children. Navigation 
was all but impossible. Last week a 
boat had to plough her way through 
a tangled mass of corpses lashed to- 
gc'ther Tiy their long hair. The "banks 
were literally covered with corpses. 
In the curves of the stream were 
dark, putrid, smelling masses of 
human flesh and bone, surging and

EMPEROR TO HONOR HER. 


New York, Nov. 13.—'According to 


a dispatch, from Berlin to tihe Jour- 
nal and 'Advertiser the kaiser lias 
just given -further evidence of his 
•regard for Baron Von -Ketfceler, who 
was assassinated, in China, by in- 
viting the baron's widow to Germany 
in order that "he may express ito her 
his keen sense uat only of lier lius- 
•band's services, but also of the cour- 
age 
and' gallantry 
which! 
she 


herself displayed throughout the ter- 
rible siege of the legations. 


It is said that the kaiser besides 


vesting the widowed baroness with 
the order Louise, of which the em- 
press Is grand mistress, will offer her 
-.a pension and create her a countess 
in. her own right. 


It is probable that the baroness 


will -also be offered the title of lady 
in waiting to the empress. 
She is 


certain to be overwhelmed by court, 
government, society antf the people 
in general with -tokens of kindly 
sympathy and regard. 


THE BARONESS RECOVERING. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—In a'ddition 


-to Hie points said to be agreed upon 
•at Pekin as a bns-is for settlement 
with China, as announced ia cable 
dispatches, it is understood that sev- 
eral other points are likely ,to re- 
ceive 'attention, wlien the miatter is 
•taken, up with, the Chinese «nrvoys. 
On'e of these is as to making the city 
of Pekin an "open port," for wQiile it 
is not on the seacoast the purpose is 
•to extend to it tli'at freedom o'f -com- 
merce and intercourse -with, foreign- 
ers which' now applies only -to itliose 
open ports designated by treaties 
with 'China. 


The suggestion that this action be 


taken lias been made in high Chinese 
quarters, 'and its advisability is 
urged because Pekin, as the capital 
of t'he Chinese empire, is .the 'centre of 
influence through-out the -country. 


Another point -which may be pro- 


posed is that dapitol punishment by 
beheading or otherwise, shall ubt oc- 
cur in 'tlie future by imperial -e'dict 
alone, but on3y after ,a trial sncli as 
is given in civilized countries, the 
accused liaving an opportunity to be 
heard. 
This does not apply to ,the 


executions 'made uecess'ary by -Hie 
boxer movement. 


Official dispatches have besn 're- 


ceived heref rom the viceroys -of the 
southern, provin'ces of Ch'ina, 
wlxo 


thus far have been most friendly .to 
foreigners, stating that they were 
shocked "by the execution -of the act- 
ing vicer'oy of Chili and also stating 
•that they feared this would -tiave a 
serious effect in these localities hith- 
erto favorably disposed.
